FOTH COTTON BILLS ARK CP. 


Congressman From Texas Has Strong 
Measure for Uniform Standard. 
W ashington. Dec. 
Four billa of 
interest to the cotton -interests, which, 
M passed, w ill round out legislation 
heretofore put through congress by 
R epresentative Burleson of Texas and 
which Is intended to enable the farm ­ 
er to get a legitim ate price for his 
cotton, that is. a price uninfluenced 
-fcy anything save the law of supply and 
demand. 
The first is a bill providing for a 
quennial census of the acreage plant­ 
ed to cotton. If enacted this would be 
of Inestimable value to the bureau of 
n u tis tic e . as ft w in afford !t a more 
frequent standard of the acreage plant 
sd thus enabling it to be raor*-* accur­ 
ate in its annual estim ates. 
“Every cotton producer,” says Mr 
Burleson, “will 
appreciate 
th** 
Im­ 
portance and value of this. 
I have con 
ferred with Director North, and he has 
indorsed it earnestly aud will urge it 
in his annual report. 
This will bt 
the third tim* I have introduced this 
bill, and this time I feel sure It wil 
become a la w /’ 
The second measure will be a til 
providing for a uniform standard o 
cotton classification. Last session, just 
before adjournment, Burleson intro 
duced this bill in order to provok* 
discussion of its purposes.
